
Sport stars 
back park and 
playground 
facelift for 
2012 Games

SPORTING superstars have been 
touring the borough to see how 
Greenwich’s Olympic Legacy 
plans are coming together - and 
they’ve given them a resounding 
thumbs-up. 

Outdoor gyms and revitalised sports 
grounds and play areas are being 
created as part of Greenwich Council’s 
£4.8 million project called ‘Playground 
to Podium’. It aims to get more 
residents involved in sport and fitness 
before and after the 2012 London 
Olympic and Paralympic Games. 

First on the scene to view progress 
was Zoe Smith, the astonishing 16- 
year-old who won a bronze medal for 
weightlifting in this year’s 
Commonwealth Games. Known as 
‘Britain’s strongest schoolgirl’, she 
lifted more than three times her own 
bodyweight in the tournament.

THE opening of 
the outdoor gym 
in Eltham Park 
South at the 
beginning of half- 
term attracted 
immediate 
interest and 
encouraged 
intensive use. Its 
installation, and 
other 

improvements 
associated with 
the council’s 
investment 
programme ‘From 
Playground to 
Podium’, promise 
to make this an 
exciting phase in 
the development 
of the park. 

The present-day 
openness and 
tranquillity of the 
park conceals its 
varied history 
over many 
centuries. Funeral 
urns found in 
Glenesk Road in 
1913 suggest that 
the land was used 
as a Roman 
cemetery in the 
first century AD. 
In 1902, the 
London County 
Council prompted 
by Woolwich 
Borough Council 
acquired the land 
which is now 
Eltham Park 
South in order to 
preserve it as an 
open space. 
Eltham Park 
South quickly 
earned a local 
reputation as an 
open and 

undisturbed green 
space, used also 
for purposeful 
sporting 

activities, such as 
swimming, 
football, cricket, 


tennis and school 
sports days. That 
reputation will be 
reinforced by the 
impact of the 
‘Playground to 
Podium’ project. 
The project has 
three elements. 
Firstly, the 
outdoor gym, the 
introduction of 
new equipment to 
the children’s 
playground and 
the proposed 
cricket table will 
broaden the 
opportunities for 
play, exercise and 
fun. Secondly, 
improvements 
(including the 
replacement of 
the fence between 
the park and the 
Eltham Warren 
Golf Club) will 
tidy up the overall 
appearance of the 
park while plans 
to introduce new 
signage will help 
to raise the profile 
of the park. There 
is considerable 
excitement that 
the enhancements 
will deepen that 
sense of 
community and 
encourage local 
residents to test 
out and develop 
new sporting 
skills. Perhaps an 
enthusiastic user 
of the new 
outdoor gym will 
fulfil the council’s 
aspirations by 
completing the 
progress from 
local playground 
to Olympic 
podium in the 
years to come!

• A wreath laying ceremony 
organised by The Abbey 
Wood and Thamesmead 
branch of the Royal British 
Legion begins at 10.40am at 
the Memorial in Plumstead 
Cemetery, Cemetery Road, 
off Upper Wickham Lane, 
before moving on to the 
Memorial in Woolwich New 


Cemetery, Camdale Road. 

• On November 14 at 
10.45am the Eltham & Well 
Hall Branch of the Royal 
British Legion, leads a 
parade of war veterans, ex- 
service groups and youth 
organisations through 
Eltham High Street to the 
Eltham War Memorial at the 
junction of Eltham Hill and 
Eltham High Street, for a 
wreath laying followed by a 
two minute silence at 11am. 
A Remembrance Day service 
follows inside St John’s 
Church, Eltham Hill. 

• A morning Remembrance 
Day service organised by the 


Abbey Wood and 
Thamesmead Branch takes 
place at 10.30am at St 
Michaels and All Angels 
Church, Abbey Wood Road. 
Greenwich Mayor Cllr 
Barbara Barwick, said: “It’s 
an opportunity to pay our 
respects to those who gave 
their lives for the peace and 
freedom we enjoy today. It is 
a rare moment when we can 
reflect on the price of 
freedom and remember their 
sacrifices.” 

• A two-minute silence will 
be held in Woolwich Town Hall 
on Thursday, November 11 at 
11am and all are welcome.

Join Mayor’s swimming fund-raiser

BUSY Mayor of Greenwich, 
Cllr Barbara Barwick, is 
now preparing in earnest 
for her unique charity 
splash later this month. 

Suzanne Philpot, the 
borough’s aquatics manager 
for Greenwich Leisure Limited 
(GLL) has given the borough’s 
first citizen a formal eight- 
week training schedule to lead 
into the Big Event on Tuesday, 
November 16. 

The Mayor told GT: “The 
schedule involves doing 
different swimming-strokes, 
as well as using floats in the 
water. 

“I tend to train at the 
Waterfront Leisure Centre in 
Woolwich, both because it’s 
easy for me to get to and 
because I can combine it with 
getting into the town hall 
afterwards.” 

The Mayor, who has been a 
dedicated water-baby from the 
age of six, is still looking for 
more volunteers to take the 
plunge with her for the charity 
event. 

The ‘Big Splash’ challenge is 
for individuals and for relay- 
teams of four to jump into the 
pool at Eltham Leisure Centre, 
Archery Road. 

The aim is to raise as much 
sponsorship cash as possible 
for Greenwich Starting Blocks 
Trust. It’s a charity helping 
young athletes from all over 
the borough to train as hard as 
they can so they stand the best 
chance possible of competing 
in London’s 2012 Olympic and 


Paralympic Games. 

The Mayor told us: “As far as I 
know, we already have a couple 
of teams from the Army, as 
well as swimmers from the 
Police and from the Shooters 
Hill Post-16 campus where I am 
Chair of Governors. 

“Greenwich Leisure Limited 
will also be putting in several 
teams from their different 
leisure centres.” 

She added: “All you have to do 
is think about the calibre of 
local athletes who will benefit, 
people like weightlifter Zoe 
Smith, just back with a bronze 
medal from Delhi’s recent 
Commonwealth Games. 
“Every one of them is going to 
make us in Greenwich feel 


really proud once they start 
winning medals - and they’re 
an inspiration to so many 
young people in the borough.” 

Already, she’s set up her own 
‘Team Barwick’ where she’ll 
take part in the relay. That will 
be once she’s completed the 
initial 60-minute ‘JustSwim’ 
individual challenge from 
5pm. The Mayor is working 
closely on the whole project 
with GLL and there will be 
certificates and medals for 
competitors. 

It’s £2.50 to register for the 
individual challenge - one 
hour’s swimming up and down 
the 25-metre pool - and £10 
entry for each relay team, 
where all four members will 


need to complete 20 lengths 
each. Individuals can start at 
5pm, and the relay challenge 
will go from 6pm until 8pm. 

Entry packs with full details 
are available from reception at 
Woolwich town hall or via the 
Mayor’s office on 020-8921 5023, 
as well as at the borough’s 
GLL-run leisure centres.

Finchale Road, one of several that have 
just opened in the borough. It includes 
static cycles, sit-up benches, and a 
walking treadmill. 

She told GT: “It’s great for me because I 
live in Abbey Wood. The equipment is 
pretty cool and means I have a gym I can 
use whenever I want. I can certainly see 
myself using it because it’s so local for 
me.” 

Zoe is sponsored by Greenwich Starting 
Blocks, the charity that supports up-and- 
coming young athletes to develop their 
talents. She is off to Cyprus later this 
month to compete in the European 
Junior Weightlifting competition, and 
has her sights set firmly on the 2012 
Olympics. 

Mum-of-four Kelly Jeffrey from 
Thamesmead echoed Zoe’s words as her 
son Tommy, seven, and daughter Ellie- 
May, 10, posed with the young 
weightlifter for a photo on the 
equipment. 

“This outdoor gym equipment is a good 
way of keeping the kids fit as well as the 
adults,” said Kelly. “You would have to 
pay £30 or £40 a month each if you went 
to a gym, and here it costs nothing. My 
four children were dying to come over 
and have a go as soon as they saw it.” 

Three-times Paralympian gold- 
medallist swimmer Giles Long, 30, 
checked out the log bridges and rope see- 
saw, part of the new outdoor play 
equipment launched at the play area in 
Well Hall Pleasaunce last week. He also 
called in at Blackheath Rugby Club’s new 
training ground ‘Club@Well Hall,’ which 
now has an artificial all-weather pitch, 
new fencing and a floodlit training area. 
The council has helped fund the new 


facilities which provide year-round, day 
and evening use, so that local schools and 
the community can also use the facilities 
in additon to the club’s teams. 

Giles, an ambassador with LOCOG for 
2012, told GT: “The legacy from the 
Olympics will be amazing. No previous 
Games have really managed to do it as 
well as London is going to. It will be a 
real trailblazer, and what’s happening in 
Greenwich is very, very good. 

“I do work in local schools and all this 
will give children the chance to think 
about taking up other sports rather than 
just football.” 

Terry Powley, the chair of the 
Greenwich Parks Forum that represents 
23 Friends of Parks groups in the 
borough, told GT: “Playground to 
Podium represents a new era in the 
development of Greenwich’s parks. New 
sporting and play facilities for both 
adults and children will create the 
environment where more and more 
people will use our parks for local 
community activities.” 

Cllr John Fahy, the council’s cabinet 
member for sport, culture and the 
Olympics, said: “I’m delighted to see that 
Greenwich’s outdoor gyms are steadily 
gaining in popularity each week. They 
form one of the first phases of the 
council’s aim to enable more and more 
people to get a taste of a range of new, 
healthy sports and activities in the build- 
up to the Games.” 

He added: “These gyms, with free, open 
access, offer a small selection of 
separate ‘fitness stations’ , enabling 
adults with reasonable health to ‘make a 
start’ with some fairly light, regular 
exercise.”

New ‘green’ park 
cafe opens after 
five-year campaign

IT’s green tea all round at 
a new cafe which features 
the latest energy- 
efficiency technologies. 

Staff put the kettle on at the 
new cafe in Avery Hill Park 
which finally opened its doors 
last month after a five-year 
campaign to replace the 
previous building destroyed 
by arson. 

The new building was 
designed in close 
collaboration between 

Greenwich Council and the 
Friends of Avery Hill Park. It’s 
built to the highest energy 
efficiency standards with the 
lowest carbon footprint 
possible within the £300,000 
budget. 

Heating is provided by a 
ground source heat pump and 
rain water is used to flush the 
toilets. The walls are 
constructed from highly 
insulating clay blocks fired at 
a low temperature and the 
doors are fitted with extra 
thick double glazed glass 
panels. 

Funding of the new cafe was 
provided by insurance from 
the old building and the sale of 


a Greenwich Council owned 
property, West Lodge, at the 
Bexley Road entrance to the 
park. 

The first customers sipped 
delicious teas and coffees at 
the cafe’s official opening on 
October 23. 

Park Friends chairman Paul 
McQuillen said: “The old cafe 
was the heart of our park and 
its destruction and 
subsequent call for a 
replacement led to the 
formation of our group. We 
managed to get a temporary 
container cafe but our 
ultimate aim was a permanent 
building.” 

Last year the Friends group 
was instrumental in winning 
a £400,000 award from the 
Mayor of London as part of a 
London-wide competition 
where residents were asked to 
vote for nominated parks. 

The funds will be spent on 
improving facilities in the 
park including a performance 
area, pathway resurfacing and 
new lighting. 

A further investment from 
Greenwich Council will help 
to fund a multi-use game area 
as part of the council’s 
‘Plaground to Podium’ 
scheme designed to provide a

sporting legacy from 
Greenwich’s role in hosting 
the 2012 Games. 

Avery Hill Park is best 
known for its iconic Victorian 
Winter Gardens, part of the 
University of Greenwich’s 
campus, which is currently 
undergoing extensive 

renovation. 

Cllr John Fahy, Greenwich 
Council’s Cabinet Member for 
Culture and the Olympics, 
said: “I’m delighted to see the 
new cafe building being 
enjoyed by park users. 

“The cafe is more than just a 
place to get a cuppa, it’s the 


meeting point for park users 
of all ages throughout the 
year. 

“We are extremely grateful to 
the Friends of Avery Hill Park 
for their support in the 
development of this project, 
and for the work that they do 
year-round to sustain 
community involvement in 
this popular park 
“We are also very proud that 
the building is setting such high 
environmental standards.”

RAVENSBOURNE, the 

prestigious new university 
college on the Greenwich 
Peninsula, is now open for 
business. 

The first students have just 
moved in, launching a new 
chapter of academic excellence in 
the borough. 

The new campus is right next to 
the world-famous 02. It will 
provide degree level education to 
around 1,400 students in digital 
media and design, and replaces 
Ravensbourne’s old campus in 
Chislehurst, which has now 
closed. 

The college offers a vocationally 
focused portfolio of courses 
spanning fashion, television and 
broadcasting, interactive product 
design, architecture and 
environment design, graphic 
design, animation, moving image, 
music production for media, 
sound design and digital media. 

Students who have just moved 
into the new building have 
already given it the thumbs-up. 

Laura Osborne, 18, is studying 
for a BA Honours degree in film 
production. She told GT: 
“Ravensbourne has got such a 
good reputation in the industry, 
and I feel really privileged to be 
part of it. 

“This new building is really cool, 
and I think it will help North 
Greenwich to become more than 
just a place for tourists, and really 
increase its reputation.” 

Broadcast engineering students 
Adam Dench, 22, and Julian 
Castel, 32, agreed the college is 
meeting their needs perfectly. 
Adam said: “Our lecturers are 
passionate about it, and we are 
meeting people in the industry 






and building up contacts, which is 
good for our job prospects.” 

Julian added: “The course 
content is really good, and will 
help me in my career plans to 
design and build recording 
studios.” 

Charlotte Simpson, 19, is on a 
fast-track two-year course in 
content development and 
production, for television. She 
said: “I want to have the right 
skills and knowledge to go 
straight into a job and work on 
development.” 

She added: “I’m really enjoying 
the course and the new building, 
which is so innovative with an 
open-plan design that fits well 


with The O 2 . It’s helping to make 
the whole area become a lot more 
funky, which will mean more 
visitors. Ravensbourne is one of a 
kind, and I really love it.” 

Greenwich Council has been 
supportive of the college’s move 
to the borough and has invested 
in a new Greenwich Digital Skills 
(GDS), a joint initiative between 
the council and Ravensbourne to 
provide vocational training, 
enterprise courses, digital and 
design courses for local residents 
and small businesses. 

The college also plans to build 
links with local schools, and 
involve pupils with projects and 
use them as test audiences. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the council’s 
cabinet member for regeneration, 
enterprise and skills, told GT: “All 
the signs are pointing to 
Ravensbourne playing a crucial 
part in the regeneration of the 
peninsula.

PLANS for a four-star-plus hotel and 
linked riverside apartments for sale, 
next door to The 02, are one step 
closer to reality. 

Last Thursday, Greenwich Council’s 
Planning Board recommended approval 
of the scheme, subject to various 
planning conditions. It now needs a legal 
agreement, and the go-ahead from the 
Mayor of London, before work can start. 

Details in the plans have been changed 
twice and have been subject to three 
rounds of consultation with the public. 

The current proposal is for a 452-bed 
hotel, complete with ballroom and special 
events space, restaurant, meeting rooms 
and health spa. There would be a sky-bar 
and executive lounge overlooking the 
river. 

There would be a mix of 100 one, two 
and three-bedroomed serviced 
apartments linked to the hotel. Each will 
have its own winter garden and there will 
also be an outdoor communal area, 
including a children’s play space. 

The hotel, which will have a green 
‘living’ roof and energy-producing solar 
panels, will have 26 rooms suitable for 
wheelchair-users. 


An estimated 170 jobs will be created 
during the building work, leading to a 
further 395 jobs when the hotel is ready. 
GLLaB, the Greenwich local labour and 
business initiative, will be at the 
forefront of the recruitment-drive. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, Greenwich 
Council's cabinet member for 
regeneration, enterprise and skills, said: 
“Greenwich Peninsula continues in its 
transformation, with the prospect of this 
new development. This will be the first 
four-star-plus hotel east of Tower Bridge 
on this side of the river and with a 
ballroom double the size of the Grosvenor 
Hotel in London. 

“The hotel and serviced apartments will 
be adjacent to The 02, hailed as the most 
successful entertainment arena in the 
world, the recently-opened 

Ravensbourne, the existing restaurants 
and new riverside office-space and shops. 

“If this scheme gets the final go-ahead, 
the hotel will provide much-needed 
tourist-accommodation for The 02 and 
what will then be the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich!” 

She added: “It will also mean more job 
opportunities for local people.”

IT was a haul of treasure that Jack 
Sparrow would have been proud of. 
Swimmers representing Greenwich at the 
Interborough Swimming Championships 
for Disabled People saw off the 
competition and took home 18 gold and 9 
silver medals. 

Five London boroughs competed in the 
event, which Greenwich won for a record 
eighth time. 

Manager of the group that trains in 
Eltham, Eileen Casey told GT: “The team 
did really well - 1 think in every race we 
either won or got a medal.” 

There were 15 members in the team, who 
came together from two clubs - the 
Eltham Sharks and the Greenwich 
Mariners, in two age ranges. 

Eileen added: “Some of our boys are only 
12 or 13, and quite small. They were 
sometimes swimming against boys of 17 
who were more like men. I was really 
proud of them.” 

Sutton, Barking and Dagenham, Tower 
Hamlets and Hackney were the other 
boroughs competing, along with hosts 
Waltham Forest, on October 23. 

“I put our success down to lots of training 
hard work,” the coach said. “We were 
hoping we would win - we’ve won the 
shield seven times before.” 

Swimmers competed over all the standard 
events - breast stroke, butterfly, back 


stroke, and free style - at lOOmetres for 
the adults and 50m for the boys and girls. 
Trainer Eileen’s daughter is also a 
swimmer, but being of international level 
was unable to compete at the borough 
championships. 

“She’s just come back from the Down 
Syndrome Championships in Taiwan 


with a bagful of medals,” Eileen added. 
“Unfortunately she can’t compete in the 
Paralympics as there is no category for 
swimmers with Downs Syndrome.” 

The team from Greenwich - which trains 
every Thursday at the Eltham Centre - 
won the Interborough Championship 
shield by 33 points.

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New-build council 
homes to let 

Nine houses available for big families

THE first batch of newly- 
built council homes in 
Greenwich - the first for a 
generation - is now 
finished and will be 
available for rent shortly. 

The nine houses - three 3- 
bedroomed, and four 4- 
bedroomed in a ‘town house’ style 
- are in two developments in 
Sewell Road, Abbey Wood. The 
developments have been named 
Monks Farm Place and Kentish 
Place. 

The new houses, and others 
now being built, will answer a 
need in the borough for larger 
homes for bigger families. 
There is a shortage of these 
and Greenwich Council 
intends to provide more. Some 
of the other new-build houses 
will have up to five bedrooms. 

Sixty new houses are being 
built over 12 sites across the 
borough. The first ones at 
Abbey Wood will be followed 
by others in the south of 
Eltham and in east and west 
Greenwich. 

Until now, the council has 
concentrated on upgrading 
and extending its existing 
stock of local authority 
housing. But a central 
government grant of nearly 
£6million earlier this year 
from the Local Authority 
House Building Programme 
meant new council homes 
could be built for the first time 
in more than two decades. 

All the new homes will be 


built to a very high 
environmental standard and 
will have gardens and a 
parking space. They will be 
allocated through Greenwich 
Homes - the borough’s 
lettings service - which will 
allocate the homes based on 
housing need, family size and 
current overcrowding. 

Advertisements due to 
appear in GT during 
November will explain how 
people can bid for the new 
properties under the 
council’s Choice Based 
Lettings (CBL) scheme. To 


be eligible, people will need 
to be on the Housing Register 
and, preferably, be in 
employment. 

The council will look at the 
bids, and then arrange 
viewings for people at the top 
of the waiting list. 

A special tour of the new 
homes will also be given to 
some of the tenant 
association representatives, 
who were consulted as the 
project got under way. A 
formal opening ceremony is 
also being planned. 

Cllr Steve Offord, the 


council’s cabinet member for 
housing, said: “These homes - 
the first newly-built Council 
homes in the borough for 20 
years - will make an important 
contribution to the housing 
needs of local families and in 
particular will provide homes 
for larger households. 

“We would very much like to 
undertake similar projects 
that can accommodate more 
local families.”

Police cadets help to 
tackle the problem of 
under-age drinking 


POLICE officers, Greenwich 
Council and police cadets 
joined forces to tackle under- 
age alcohol sales across the 
borough. 

The test purchase operation 
took place last month when 
11 off licences were visited by 
under-cover cadets posing as 
customers. 

Stores were targeted 
following complaints from 
the public regarding under- 
age sales and anti-social 
behaviour. Two off licences 
in Greenwich did not sell 
alcohol and asked for the 
cadets’ ages while eight 
asked for ID. 

One off licence in Woolwich 
Road served the cadets and 
supplied two bottles of beer 
without requesting any ID. 
The off licence was issued 
with a fixed penalty notice of 
£80 and will be subjected to a 
further test purchase 
operation while being closely 
monitored by police and the 
council. 

Greenwich Council has also 
been working closely with 
licensees across 

Thamesmead, Abbey Wood 
and Plumstead as part of a 
‘Joint Enforcement Project’. 
The project ensures that 
licensees are fully aware of 
the penalties attached to 
under-age sales and their 
repercussions on the local 
communities. 

The cadets also visited a 
tattoo parlour in Woolwich, 
following complaints of 
under-age girls being 
tattooed without being asked 
for ID or parental consent. 
Both cadets who attempted 


to book an appointment for a 
tattoo were asked for ID. 

PC Andy Harris, in charge 
of the cadets, said: “We are 
pleased with the positive 
results of this operation, 
which shows that plenty of 
businesses are actually 
toeing the line. 

“Our aim is to stamp on 
anyone who does not follow 
the rules about under-age 
sales, particularly when 
there are ramifications for 
the whole community that 
tends to experience anti- 
social behaviour.” 

He added: “We are 
extremely grateful to the 
cadets who dedicate their 
free time to help police and 
council with this operation.” 

Cllr Maureen O'Mara, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet 
member for environment and 
community safety, said: “We 
fully support this initiative to 
help tackle under-age alcohol 
sales. 

“The operation 

demonstrated that the 
majority of businesses are 
following the appropriate 
guidelines on selling goods to 
underage customers. 

“However, these projects also 
ensure that licensees are 
fully aware of the 
repercussions involved in 
selling under-age alcohol and 
we would like to encourage 
all traders to continue to 
follow the rules, in order to 
avoid penalties and even 
worse face prosecution. 

“I would also like to 
personally thank the cadets 
for their hard work in this 
operation.” 




Six years in jail for man caught on the i 


A YOUNG man wanted for an 
horrific assault has been caught 
by police officers in Greenwich 
after being on the run since 
2009. Temitope Apanshile, aged 
20, from Charlton, was one of 
the last people to be sentenced 
following a trial at Woolwich 
Crown Court in April 2009. 

He was arrested following a pro- 
active investigation by 
detectives in Greenwich. 


Apanshile was taken to Feltham 
Prison to start his six and half 
years sentence for GBH. 

Last year, the court heard how 
in the early morning of 
Saturday, June 23, 2007, 
Greenwich Council CCTV 
control room captured an 
assault taking place outside the 
Mermaid nightclub in 
Woolwich High Street. 

The CCTV clearly showed two 


young males being assaulted 
outside the club by another 
group of males. Police arrived 
at the scene to find both victims 
suffering serious injuries. 

CID officers immediately began 
arrest enquiries and thanks to 
the CCTV operators who 
captured the footage, they were 
instantly able to identify 
suspects and a number of 
vehicles. Forensic practitioners

Joint effort to make 
autumn events safer 


POLICE in Greenwich are working 
in partnership with the council and 
the London Fire Brigade in a 
combined effort to ensure everyone 
enjoys the fireworks season safely 
and responsibly. 

Operation Autumn Nights started on 
October 18 and will run until November 
7. The initiative has been launched to 
tackle issues such as personal safety 
over Halloween, firework safety and the 
sale of fireworks, particularly to those 
under the age limit. 

Safer Schools Partnership officers and 
Safer Neighbourhoods teams have been 
giving firework presentations to schools 
and distributing letters asking local 
shopkeepers to refrain from selling eggs 
and flour to anyone under 18. 

Greenwich Safer Transport team are 
also working on bus routes and around 
transport hubs in places such as 
Woolwich town centre and Blackheath 
Royal Standard to deter anti-social 
behaviour and criminal offences on 
public transport. 

Officers are conducting high visibility 
foot patrols while knife arch operations 
will be running at key locations to deter 
young people from carrying knives. 

Police and council officers are carrying 
out test purchasing operations on 
premises registered to sell fireworks to 


ensure they are not being sold to minors 
and are being correctly and safely 
stored. Anyone found breaching 
firework regulations will receive a fixed 
penalty notice. 

Chief Insp. Neil Myers, in charge of 
Operation Autumn Nights in 
Greenwich, said: “We want everyone to 
enjoy the autumn festivities safely. 
Officers from the Safer Neighbourhoods 
teams will be out patrolling across the 
borough. We are urging young people to 
be safe and ensure that if out, they stay 
with others.” 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the council’s 
cabinet member for environment and 
community safety, said: “It is important 
that the council, the police and other 
partners work together to ensure that 
the autumn festivities are not spoiled 
for residents through reckless and 
inconsiderate behaviour with fireworks 
by a small minority. 

“We also encourage local residents to 
engage with the council and the police, 
and to play their part in tackling 
firework anti-social behaviour to keep 
Greenwich a safe and clean place to 
live.”

DVD factory' closed down 


FIVE people were arrested after officers 
from the Metropolitan Police 
Territorial Support Group were called 
to raid a “DVD factory” in 
Thamesmead. 

Police worked closely with Greenwich 
Council and the Federation Against 
Copyright Theft (FACT), executing a 
search warrant in Tom Cribb Road. 
Officers seized 23 DVD “towers”,

The factory appeared to be operating on 
a 24-hours basis and included a living 
area for cooking and sleeping. 

Three Chinese men and one Chinese 
woman were bailed pending further 
enquiries.

The Greenwich Podcast 

to be precise. A hyper- 
local, downloadable 
slice of borough life 
that can be listened to 
at any time. 

The audio venture was 
started by three local 
media bods with 
impeccable credentials. 
Presenter Alex Mitchell 
writes gardening books 
and columns for the 
Telegraph, while editor 
Nick Baker and 
producer James 
Crawford are 
responsible for a host of 
programmes on BBC 
Radio 4, including 
Stephen Fry’s English 
Delight. 

Producer James told us: 
“It was Nick who really 
came up with the idea - 
it came a bit from the 
success of the Hackney 
Podcast which has 
blazed a trail with this 
micro-broadcasting 
medium. He thought - 
and I agreed - that 
Greenwich has such a 
good mix of people in its 
community that there 
would be a lot of 
interesting stories. 

“It’s got the artistic 
types, the naval aspect 
of it and it’s quite urban 
-so it’s a really good 


mixture.” 

Many of us now rely on 
blogs for the latest local 
news, and Greenwich is 
spoilt for choice. One of 
the most obvious 
advantages of the 
medium over the 
printed word is the 
sheer speed of delivery. 
Granted, some may 
come over a little 
acerbic, but Andrew 
Marr was surely over- 
stating it labelling all 
bloggers ‘cauliflower- 
nosed young men 
sitting in their mother’s 
basements ranting’. 
And so the Greenwich 
Podcast perhaps 


archive he has from 
years gone by. If people 
listened to the podcast 
in ten years time they’d 
hear how people talked, 
so I think it could be 
quite a good historical 
resource.” 

With the pedigree of the 
crew it’s little surprise 
that the show has more 
than a touch of Radio 4 
about it - personable 
chat from the 
presenters and plenty of 
atmospheric 
background noise, be it 
in the bustling market 
or crunching along the 
river bank.

bridges the gap between 
blogs and local radio, in 
a neatly packaged 
monthly format. 

“Where the medium 
differs from the printed 
word is that we need 
stories that make good 
sound,” James added. “I 
would say the podcast 
should add to the 
general mix of blogs in 
the area - blogs like The 
Greenwich Phantom, 
and what I love about 
The Phantom is the 


at all between this and 
the radio work I do,” the 
producer said - “I have 
the same sensibilities 
with this as any other 
programme in terms of 
making it interesting, 
listenable, and 
producing it to a high 
standard.” 

Topics covered in the 
first two programmes 
include the variant 
pronunciations of 
Greenwich (‘Grin-idge’ 
for locals, ‘Grin-itch’ for 


others), conkers in the 
park, and Mudlarks 
hunting for treasure. 
“The Mudlark piece was 
very good because 
there’s lots of 
crunching on the shore 
- but then everybody 
who has been on has 
been great,” added 
James. He admits that a 
lot has changed in 
broadcasting - it is far 
easier now than it used 
to be to make a radio 
show with the 
technology available. 

“I remember when I 
started on my first job, 
the company had a 
state-of-the-art 
computer with a 4- 
gigabyte memory, and I 
thought ‘wow! I’ll never 
be able to use all of that 
up!’ And now of course 
you have studios and 
studios worth taking up 
far less space.”

It's a real

WHAT a tough week, I 
thought to myself as I 
battled tubes strikes and 
rain to get home in time to 
watch The Event, Channel 4’s new 
and much hyped sci-fi, conspiracy 
drama. 

But then again, at least my fiance 
hadn’t been kidnapped, my future 
mother-in law-shot, or my future 
father-in-law crash a plane on which I 
was travelling. Such was the lot of 
poor Sean Walker (Jason Ritter], 
unwittingly on his way to discovering 
the greatest cover up in US history. 

And that was just the first 45 minutes. 
The hype - at least on paper - seemed 
justified. Created by Nick Wauters and 
produced by Evan Katz - the man 
responsible for 24, it features some 
big names. Blair Underwood (of LA 
Law fame] stars as president, Elias 
Martinez, and Laura Innes (the 
incredibly irritating - she still is - 
Doctor Kerry Weaver from ER] is 
Sophia, the nominal leader of a group 
of (here it all starts to go wrong] 
extraterrestrials. The aliens - there

are 98 - who look and sound human 
but aren’t (sound familiar?) crash 
landed in Alaska in 1944 and for 
reasons as yet unexplained, have 
been locked in captivity ever since. 

The show opens fast-paced and 
compelling with our hero Walker 
boarding a commercial jet but clearly 
anxious and upset. As the aircraft 
leaves the runway, Walker pulls out a 
gun and suddenly... we move back in 
time to the first of a series of (I 
counted seven) complex and 
overlapping flashbacks which frankly, 
left me bemused and confused. Why 
were they imprisoned? What had they 
done? How did Martinez find out? 
Worse is to follow: Ritter’s plane - on 
a crash course for the president and 
his family - is at the very last 
moment, magically sucked into an 
electro-magnetic vortex leaving 
everyone (plane’s occupants included) 
safe and unharmed. Ritter’s plane 
inexplicably lands in a flat but rock- 
strewn desert. But if plot is deficient, 
characterisation is weaker. Ritter is 
mixed - competent enough as 
innocent victim but grossly 
overplaying nervous fiance, while 
Underwood looks the part but do we 
really need yet another outraged and 
idealistic US president? Blake 
Sterling (Zekjko Ivanek) is the 
ultimate in traditional and 
stereotypical CIA Chiefs of Staff. 
Verdict 

Despite a sneaking desire to find out 
just what the Event was, the thought 
of sitting through another 20 episodes 
is more than this critic can bear

Seventh heaven 

Windows Phone 7 looks set to compete with Apple’s 
iPhone despite being let down by a few small flaws 


SINCE the last 
k I I j time I wrote 
< about mobile 

phone platforms 
there has been an 
awful lot of activity in the 
arena. Microsoft has finally 
stepped up to the plate with its 
offering, Windows Phone 7, 
which is the successor to the

meaning that handsets 
running its software are 
available in all shapes, sizes - 
and prices. 

The principle of its design is to 
present as much information 
as the user feels relevant — in 
the form of ‘tiles’ — without 
the display 
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Windows Mobile 
platform, and has been 
available in Europe for a 
couple of weeks. If you haven’t 
seen Windows Phone 7 then it 
really is something to behold - 
Microsoft has done a standup 
job with the design creating a 
whole new look and 
experience which is far 
removed from the current crop 
of phones. 

Unlike the iPhone which has a 
standardised handset, WP7 is 
just a software platform,

ever feeling 

cluttered. The home screen of 
WP7 is completely 
customisable, you can ‘pin’ a 
contact, app, website shortcut 
or album right there for quick 
access. And some of these 
tiles, the Calendar, for 
example contain ‘live’ content. 
The phone makes use of what 
Microsoft calls ‘hubs’, which 


combine local and online 
content in an interface which 
can be scrolled to the left and 
right like a giant landscape. 
This superbly designed 
interface gives a sneak peak of 
what is to the left and right of 
your current view, giving the 
sense of a continuous canvas 
of information. The ‘Picture 
hub ’for example, 
shows photos 
from the device 
itself and 
Facebook albums, 
while missing 
from the 
selection are 
pictures from the 
likes of Flickr 
and Twitter. 

For all its good 
points — which 
there are many 
— WP7 is let 
down by its 
flaws. Most 
frustrating of 
all, some of the features 
which are missing were 
also missing from the 
iPhone of a couple of years 
back. Apple received a lot of 
grief from the media for it at 
the time, so why Microsoft 
feels it now acceptable to omit 
features like copy and paste, a 
consistent status bar at the top 
of the screen, and app 
multitasking is staggering. 
What is important with 
phones these days is apps. The 
iPhone has created a whole 


new landscape of phone use, 
and with 300,000 apps in 
Apple’s App Store it shows no 
sign of changing. Microsoft 
knows that apps will make or 
break WP7 as much as the next 
person, so why they’ve 
bundled a poor method of 
finding and installing apps is 
baffling. Unfortunately the 
quality of third party apps 
doesn’t seem much better 
either, the ones I’ve tried were 
often unstable and very 
unresponsive, and there are 
very few apps right now but 
that’ll surely improve over

Kings fora day 

Not content with being Tennessee’s biggest export since Jack 
Daniel’s, Kings Of Leon go for broke with Come Around Sundown 


OH how we long for the Kings Of Leon of 
2004, the mop-haired clan of southern 
drawlers who sung about salty beef and 
penile dysfunction, barely decipherable 
through a mash-garbled delivery. 

They were the southern Strokes - all 
attitude, licks and facial hair. They rarely 
talked or did interviews, and had real 
rock V roll pedigree as the three sons- 
and-the-cousin of a preacher man. 

And then they tuned into U2. 

It's always been the same for fans of 
bands who start in a niche and go on to 
worldwide domination. Just look at the 
grainy footage of fans outside the Cavern 
Club in 1963 bemoaning The Beatles 
upping sticks for the bright lights of 
London. Carping on about how they were 
'theirs' and 'now they're not'. 

Kings Of Leon exemplified the 'our band' 
mentality more than any other group of 
the early noughties. Taut and powerful 
live, and resolutely indie with in- 
between-songs banter, (none), they went 
under the mainstream radar for their 
first two albums. 

There was a rawness to debut Youth And 
Young Manhood that was followed with 
originality on Aha Shake Heartbreak, the 
record widely regarded as their best. 
Stadium-filling ambition had begun to 
rear its head by third offering, Because 
Of The Times, which took a turn towards 
echoey guitars a-la The Edge, but still 
retained a modicum of quirkiness despite 
the polish. 

By the time Only By The Night limped out 
they were MOR gash-peddlers and had 


alienated most of their original fans in 
favour of housewives and the Topman 
lads who wanted to shout along to Sex On 
Fire. 

So does Come Around Sundown 
inevitably continue the trend or is it a 
return to Kings’ early form? 

It's certainly an inauspicious start with 
The End, which never gets going and 
veers too close to self-indulgent moan- 
fest for comfort. All the interesting rough 
edges of old have been smoothed off to 
the point that Caleb’s delivery doesn’t 
work somehow. Big, soulless production, 
and instead of solidifying their position as 
great hit-writers, lead single Radioactive 
smacks of tryhard. Storming straight into 
the chorus before the verse has had time 
to breathe, it’s symptomatic of a PR 
exercise in 'how to survive in the post- 
torrent music world.’ 

Mary’s 50s waltz is a welcome blip on the 
heart monitor - perhaps the album can 
be coaxed into life after all. But it’s all 
pretty non-descript until Back Down 
South touches on tangible nostalgia, 
albeit at points threatening to turn into a 
Redneck barn dance. With slide guitar 
mimicking the fiddle playing and the two 
instruments riffing off one another, this 
looks set to become a live favourite. 

Beach Side is CAS's high point - a murky, 
muddy retro slow-burner set to a 
backdrop of dual guitars which recall 
Thin Lizzy and even Fleetwood Mac while 
retaining a contemporary feel. 

It’s just a shame the band felt the need to 
break up proceedings with a gratuitous 



stop-start dynamic. And there’s no real 
cohesion to speak of going into a pastiche 
of their second album with the dreary No 
Money. The unaffecting couplet of Pony 
Up and Birthday too is lightweight filler, 
bland with no distinguishing birthmark. 
Trademark heavy bass and off kilter 
drums etc... 

It seems that the only member of the 
band who has really developed in the last 
few years is guitarist Matthew, and 
without the probing licks and - actually 
quite restrained - use of effects, CAS 
would be very dull indeed. 

While Mi Amigo is nice enough in a 
lumbering brassy kind of a way (Mark 
Ronson popped in for a cuppa, perhaps), 
Pickup Truck threatens on a few 
occasions to be a good tune, but fails to 
break from the kind of spacious whimsy 
that may see only three or four of CAS’s 
tracks played in their entirety before 
impatient fingers skip the rest.

ROBBIE WILLIAMS isn’t the 
ABB easiest pop star to like. 
mVSV Arrogant, bombastic and 

outspoken, he is the pop 
world’s equivalent of marmite. 

Sadly it is often the case in music 
that personality of the pop star 
outshines the music. When you 
listen to Robbie’s back catalogue - 
which is beautifully packaged in his 
new greatest hits compilation In 
And Out Of Consciousness - it’s 
clear that not only is he a brilliant 
pop star, but a decent songsmith 
too. 

On tracks like Misunderstood, Feel 
and Come Undone, Robbie shows 
depth and real range as he lays 
himself totally bare. No-one can do 
heart felt ballads like Monsieur 
Williams: his vulnerability and his 
brittle character out shine all of the 
bombast and arrogance in his 
deeply emotive and moving 
performances. 

Robbie doesn’t just sing these 
songs - he feels them and that 
makes them all the more touching. 
Robbie can also do up tempo with 
the best of them. I defy you not to 
tap your foot to Rock DJ, Radio and 
the barnstorming Let Me Entertain 
You. The compilation also includes 
the ska infused Tripping, which to 
my mind is one the best singles of 
the noughties. A piece of pure pop 
genius. 

That’s not to say that he hasn’t put a 
foot wrong in his career. Far from it, 
there are also some real turkeys on 
this collection. Who can forget his 
laughable ‘getting down with the 
kids’ attempt at rapping on Rudebox 
or indeed his sickly-sweet version 
of Something Stupid with Nicole 
Kidman? And we won’t mention his 
questionable foray into swing... But 
just as you begin to doubt the 
Robster’s credibility, classics like 
She’s The One, Something Beautiful 
and even the woefully overplayed 
Angels immediately pour cold water 
on the flames of doubt. 

These thirty-nine tracks - all of 
them instantly recognisable - 
remind us that Robbie Williams has 
provided the soundtrack to the last 
fifteen years of (some of) our lives. 
It’s no wonder that he’s sold over 57 
million albums worldwide. 

The press - and indeed the fans - 
more or less forced him into the 
forthcoming Take That reunion, and 
there is an obligatory nod to his 
time with the band on this 
compilation in the exuberant 
Everything Changes. Far from 
highlighting what he was missing, 
the inclusion of the song actually 
shows how far he has progressed as 
a well rounded artist since his 
middle-of-the-road Take That days. 
Arrogant, vulnerable and insecure, 
Robbie Williams is a complicated 
pop star, but music wouldn’t be the 
same without him. Don’t stay with 
Take That too long, will you Rob?

‘Choosing a Nursery or Primary School in 
Greenwich 2011/12’ booklet. 

Transfer from nursery to primary 
school is not an automatic process. If you 
wish your child to be considered for a 
reception place, you will need to submit 
an application form by the closing date 
even if: 

✓ your child attends the nursery class 
in the school, and/or 

✓ an older brother or sister already 
attends the school. 

You will need to complete the 
Greenwich common application form if 
you are a Greenwich resident and you 
wish to apply for a reception place in any 
Greenwich school or a school in another 
area. Residents of other boroughs must 
apply through their home authority and 
complete a similar form provided by that 
borough. All schools in Greenwich have 
a single point of entry and admit children 
in September. 

Although you are not required to 
do so, you are strongly encouraged 
to name schools that are local to 
where you live - including the school 
nearest to your home address - in 
your six preferences, as this will 
increase your chances of being 
offered a place at a local school.

New single 
application 
form cuts 
offer delay 

PARENTS of children starting school next 
September (2011) will be the first to use a 
new ‘one-stop’ London- wide system to apply 
for a primary school place. 

The successful Pan-London Admissions 
Scheme, which has co-ordinated the 
allocation of secondary school places since 
2005, is being rolled out to primary schools. 

It means parents will complete a single 
application form even if they are applying to 
primary schools in more than one borough. 
They will list up to six schools in order of 
preference and return the form to the 
council where they live. 

Applications opened last month for entry 
in September 2011 and the deadline for 
completed forms is January 15 2011. Parents 
may apply online or use a paper form. 

Eligibility for a place at each school 
applied for will be considered separately 
using the published oversubscription 
criteria. If a child is eligible for a place at 
more than one school, the local authority 
will offer whichever of these was listed as a 
higher preference by parents. 

There will be one London- wide offer day on 
April 4 2011 when all parents will be sent the 
outcome of their application. 

Previously neither the offers, nor the dates 
on which the offers were made, were co- 
ordinated between authorities. It meant 
some parents held on to more than one offer, 
sometimes for many weeks, until they had 
heard back from all the authorities they had 
applied to before deciding which offer to 
accept. This resulted in a delay in allocating 
the surplus places to other children. 

Chair of the Pan London Admissions 
Board, Chris Kiernan, said: “Co-ordinating 
primary school admissions across London 
will mean a fairer distribution of available 
offers and result in more parents being 
offered one of their preferred schools on the 
same date. 

“Every time a multiple offer is eliminated 
an offer can be made to another pupil who 
would otherwise have received a less 
satisfactory offer or no offer at all. 

“We want to remind parents to apply 
before the closing date. All parents must 
apply, including those with an older child 
attending the school already, or whose child 
attends the nursery at the same school.” 
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April 4 201 1 - notification 
letters are sent out by 
first class post. 

Online applicants can 
view the outcomes from 
5pm.
